advocates of the gold standard and 
'monopoly is at last complete. The pres- 
ent administration, called to power upon 
the solemn pledge of the Republican na- 
tional convention at St. Ixiuls to pro- 
mote bimetallism, has sent to congress 
a bill, the leading purpose of which the 
secretary of the treasury avows is 'to 
commit the country more thoroughly to 
the gold standard.' The country has 
already for 24 years been so thoroughly 
committed to this standard, partly by 
law and partly by the usurpations of the 
executive branch of the government. 
that Its effects are seen and felt on every 
hand. Wages are reduced; work is 
harder to gret; the weight of debt is 
doubled; the value of the land and other 
property Is reduced one-half or more 
until the lives of the people are"'made 
bitter with hard bondage.' It Is cer- 
tainly not in the interest of humanity 
to have this condition of things more 
thoroughly established. The continued 
rise In the value of gold, or, which Is the 
same thlngr, the continued fall of prices, 
must inevitably transfer the property of 
all those engaged In ai ti\ e business, the 
actual creators of wealth, whether by 
Viand, brain or capital, to those who, 
avoiding the risk and effort of active 
business, only draw interest." 


The address states that tha increase 


of 145 percent In the value of money 
caused by it* Increasing scarcity from 
1S09 to 1849 found expression at that 
time In extremely low prices and un- 
paralleled distress. The discovery of 
gold and silver In extraordinary quanti- 
ties and the great Increase In the vol- 
ume of metallic money relieved this dis- 
tress and brought wonderful prosperity. 
Substantially this condition, the ad- 
dress aayn, would have continued if both 
the precious metals had been allowed 
to remain in use as money. A wicked 
conspiracy, however, deprived one of 
them of the money function. This was 
done with the deliberate purpose of 
raising the value of the other by render- 
ing tha supply of metallic money rela- 
tively scarcer us compared with the de- 
mand. From the hour of the consum- 
mation of this crime, mankind has suf- 
fered commercial and social distress In 
almost constantly increasing measure. 


Just in proportion to the growth of 


arts and civilization and the expansion 
of commerce, business and industry, the 
inadequacy of the volume of gold is felt 
and its value Increased. The repression 
of life and happiness inseparable from 
a long course of declining prices, if con- 
tinued, -will ultimately stifle civilization. 
The address quotes President Andrews 
of Brown university as saying some 
years ago: 
"Our national debt on Sept. 


1, 1S65, was two and three-quarters bil- 
lions; It could them have been paid'off 
with 18,000,000 bales of cotton, or 25,000,- 
000 tons of bar Iron. When It had been 
reduced to a billion arid a quarter, 30,000,- 
000 bales of cotton, or 32,000.000 tons of 
iron, would have been required to pay it. 
In other words, while a nominal shrink- 
age of about 55 percent had taken place 
in the debt, it had. as measured in either 
of these two world's staple*, been en- 
larged by some 50 percent." 


The address declares that although 


more than half of the principal of this 
debt and every cent of interest had been 
paid by the labor of the United States. 
the holders of the bonds still held a 
claim for more of the labor of the peo- 
ple than they held before these enormout 
payments had been begun. This cruel 
confiscation of the lives and liberty of 
the laboring millions of this country, 
it says, Is the most stupendous crime 
committed In the annals of civilization 
(Thless government of, by and for th? 
people has perished from the earth, the 
present boldly avowed scheme, not only 
to continue, but to increase these evils' 
will not be permitted. 


The address in conclusion says: "In 


view of the great principles involved 
and of the danger so close at hand we 
urge the people everywhere to arouse 
themselves and at once to take steps to 
»ave themselves and their children from 
the fetters now being openly forged to 
bind them. Our only danger is in divis 
Ion. 
If we are in earnest we must have 


harmony amonfist ourselves. 
If there- 


should be those who would divide us, let 
them be summarily and emphaticall> 
rebuked by the people who have non< 
but high and patriotic motives. 
After 


the bold declaration of the administra- 
tion In favor of the gold standard no sin- 
cere rjimetallist nan ever tigain by his 
vote or influence give aid or encourage- 
ment to the Republican party. Kither 
the friends of bimetallism or the advo- 
cates of the gold standard, trusts ami 
monopolies must succeed. We ask no 
one to yield any principle, but in thiF 
great contest we do appeal to all men 
to stand solidly together for liberty and 
humanity and strike down forever thi^ 
conspiracy of e*>ld and monopoly."

They need !>ut to win one 
more victory to become supreme, and 
to be able to defy the sovereignty of the 
people for generations. The policy of 
the Republican administration is n plain 
confession that the secret authors of the 
St. JjOUis platform of 1S% are in absolute 
control of that party.

Boston, Feb. 16.—Receiver H. A. Wy- 


man of the Globe Investment company 
rendfrc'd to the supreme court "VVednes 
day afternoon an account of his steward 
hhip. He had occasion to say to Judge 
Holmes that the affairs of the concern 
\vere "steeped in fraud." The company 
dealt in \\t-stern farm mortgages, and. 
when the receiver took hold he fount 
its liabilities were more than Jl,000.000 
with practically no assets to meet them. 
Arrests of tuo of its officers for em 
bezzlement followed, with the resul 
that they were convicted and are now 
In prison here. 


By dint of hard work the receiver has 


succeeded in bringing: to his hands $40,- 
000, but only transitorily, for more than 
half of that amount had to be turned 
over to other parties immediately. He 
has now in his hands assets of about 
55.000, of which about one-half is in liti- 
patlon. No dividend has been, or likely 
will be, realized. The company owns, it 
may be said. 40 parcels of real estate. 
One half of these is not worth the taxes, 
and the value of the other half Is about 
J5000, and is included in th» $2.",,000 of 
assets mentioned. It owned, when the 
reveiver took hold, only one live mort- 
gage, and that for only $800. At present 
the company holds the legal title, where 
others own the equitable title, to prop- 
erty in the west, and the receiver has 
asked to have a time fixed for debarring 
the owners of the equity from straying 
to the point of getting: the legal title into 
their names, they already having had 
two years to do so. The receiver also 
desires to have a day fixed to end the 
receivership and to finally wind up th« 
affairi.
